Ex-Judge David S. Terry Shot 
by a Deputy Marshal. 


The Provocation an Assault Upon 
Justice Stephen J. Field. 


A Scene of the Wildest Excite- 
ment at Lathrop, Cal. 


The Parties Meet by Chance in the Break- 
fast-Room of the Depot Hotel—Mrs. 
Sarah Althea Hill-Terry Retires Hastily 
to the Train While Her Husband Ap- 
proaches Justice Field and Slaps His 
Face—Deputy United States Marshal 
Nagle Immediately Shoots and Kills 
Terry—Mrs. Terry’s Grief and Attempt te 
Attack Her Husband’s Slayer—The Dep 
uty Marshal Under Arrest—Terry’s Event- 
ful Life—Outline of the Great Sharon- 
Hill Diverce Case of Which the Killing 
Is an Incident. 


San FRANCISOO, Cal., August 14.—Ex-Judge 
David 8. Terry was shot and killed by Deputy 
United States Marshal David Nagle at the 
breakfast table in the depot hotel at Lathrop 
this morning. The shooting was caused by 
anassault made by Terry upon Justice Field 
of the United States Supreme Court. 

THE TRAGEDY. 

LATHROP, Cal., August 14.—Upon the ar- 
rival ofthe Southern overland train here at 
7:20 this morning, 
United States Su- 
preme Judge Ste- 
phen J. Field and 
Deputy United States 
Marshal David Nagle 
waiked into the de- 
pot dining-room for 
breakfast and sat 
down side by side. 
Soon after Judge 
David 8. Terry and 
wife came in also. 
They were proced- 


ing to another table when Mrs. 
Terry, evidently recognizing Judge 
Field, did not sit down, but 


retired to the N Baknowa pur - 
vose. Beforé she rei ft, however, end 
as soon as she had left the dining-room, 
Judge Terry approached Justice Field and 
stooping over him slapped his face. At this 
juncture Deputy Marshal Nagle arose from 
his seat and shot Judge Terry through the 
heart. As he was falling the Deputy Marshal 
shot again but missed him, the bullet going 
through the floor. Both shots were fired in 
very quick succession. 
A SCENE OF WILD EXCITEMENT. 

The Judge never uttered a sound after being 
shot. He had hardly fallen when Mrs. Terry 
rushed to the side of his body and threw her- 
self upon it. Then ensued a scene of the 
wildest excitement. People rushed from the 
dining room and others rushed in. During 
this time Justice Field and Deputy 
Marshal Nagle retreated to a sleeping 
car, where they were securély locked within. 
At times Mrs. Terry would call upon the citi- 
zens to arrest them. Before the train pulled 
out Constable Walker entered the sleeper and 
was carried away on board the train. He in- 
formed the spectators that he knew his duty 
and would perform it. 

NAGLE ARRESTED. 

During the time the train was standing at 
the depot Mrs. Terry was running wildly, 
alternately from the body of ger husband to 
the sleeper, demanding admittance that she 
might slap -Justice Field’s face, and at the 
game time begging that they be detained and 
have their examination. Previous to the en- 
trance of Constable Walker into the sleeper, 
Sheriff Purvis and deputy of Stanislaus 
County had already taken charge of Deputy 
United States Marshal Nagle. 

| NAGLE IN JAIL. 

After the shooting Deputy United States 
Marshal Nagle backed up against the wall of 
the dining- room and warned every one not to 
arrest him, saying he was a United 
States officer in the discharge of his duty. 
There was no semblance of an attempt to 
molest him at any time. Constable Wal- 
lace took Deputy Nagle from the train at 
Tracy and proceeded with him to Stockton, 
where he is now in jail. District Attorney 
White ordered the arrest of Justice Field upon 
his arrival in San Francisco and telegraphed 
the order to the Sheriff of San Francisco. 


Excitement in San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISOO, August 14.—The announce- 
ment that Judge David 8. Terry had been shot 
and killed in a railway depot at Lathrop, 
Cal., this morning, as a result of an 
attempt to provoke a personal altercation 
with Justice Stephen J. Field of the United 
States Supreme Court caused extraordinary 
excitement in this city. The scene of 
the tragedy is eighty-three miles from this 
city by rall and isthe breakfasting station for 
the Southern overland train. The possi- 
bility of an encounter between Terry and 
Justice Field has been recognized ever since 
the imprisonment of Terry for contempt of 
court ten months ago, owing to the known 
temper of the man who killed United States 
Senator Broderick In the early dave of Call- 


fornia. 
THE DEAD LAWYER. 


David 8. Terry was at one time Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of California, and 
bas always been a prominent figure 
in the political conteste of the State. 
The killing of Broderick caused at tht time 
deep personal resentment against Terry by 
the people of the State which threatened to 
terminate hie career in California, but he 
always hada number of adherents, and re- 
mained in the State, though he has only once 
or twice been before the people for 
position. He was married to Sarah Althea Hill, 


the United States Circuit, in this city, denying 
her claim to be the wife of Sharon. 
Mrs. Terry created * scene in 
court during the reading of the decision, 
charging Justice Field with being corrupt, 
and as she refused to remain quiet, Justice 
Field directed that she be removed 
from court. When a deputy attempted to 
carry out the order of the court, she became 
involved in a personal quarrel with 
that official, and Judge Terry interfered, 
drawing a dagger from his vest. He was dis- 
armed and both Terry and his wife were ad- 
judged in contempt and committed to jall. In 
the meantime Justice Field went to Washing- 
ton to resume his duties on the bench, return- 
ing to this city six weeks ago. 
A FATAL ENCOUNTER PREDICTED. 

Newspaper articles were printed intimating 

that it would be dangerous for Justice Field 


and Judge Terry to meet personally, 
as it was thought the latter 
might insult the former, while the 


fact was also recognized that Jystice Field 
would be quick to regent an attack from Terry, 
knowing it could only result fatally 
to one or the other, in view of the 
latter’s record. If Judge Terry had intended 
to provoke Justice Field and draw a weapon 
before the latter could turn, it is of course, not 
known, as Deputy Nagle, who sat opposite, 
prevented this by firing, resulting in the in- 
stant death of Terry. 

Chief of Police WUrowley received a 
dispatch from Sheriff Cunningham of Stock- 
tonto arrest Judge Field and Deputy Mar- 
shal Nagle on the arrival of the train at 
Oakland. Capt. Lees at once left for Oakland 
and will take them into custody unless they 
leave the train at some point along the road. 

JUDGE TERRY’S CAREER. 

David S. Terry was born in Todd County, 
Ky., im 1823. He served in the Texan army 
under Gen. Houston. He came to California 
in 1849 and settled in Oalaveras 
County. In 1855 he was elected Justice of the 
Supreme Oourt of California on the Native 
American ticket, and upon the death 
of Chief Justice Murray, in 1857, Judge 
Terry became Chief Justice. He was opposed 
to the Vigilance Com mittee of 1856, and stabbed 
one of the members of the committee 
who had attempted to arrest Maloney, a 
friend of Terry. Terry was held by the Vig- 
Hantes but was afterwards released. He killed 
Senator Broderick in 1859 as a result 
of political differences, Terry belonging to 
what was known asthe ‘‘Chivalry’’ wing of 
the Democratic party. In 1880 Terry was de- 
feated as a Hancock elector, although his 
associates were elected. September 8, 1888, 
he was sent to jail for six months for con- 
tempt of court by Justice Field. 


David 8. Terry’s Career. 


David 8. Terry was a native of Tennessee 
and a member of a well-known and wealthy 
family of that State. He received a liberal 


education and studied law, being admitted to 
the barin Mississippi, to which state Re 
had emigrated in company with his 
brother about 1840. In company with his 
brother Terry went to Texas, where he re- 
mained several vears, practicing law with 
much success. His brother remained in Texas, 
but in the course ofa few years he returned 
to Tennessee. Shortly after the California ge 
fever broke out young Terry determined to 
emigrate to California. 
TERRY IN CALIFORNIA. 

For a short time he was engaged tn mining 
butsoon abandoned itfor his original pro- 
tession, locating in San Francisco. His over 
bearing character and ungestioned ability 
soon brought bim into political prominence 
and he became a leader ef the extreme wing 
of the Democratic party. He was engaged in 
many important legal cages and abont 1854 
— — to the Supreme Bench ot Call- 
ornia. 

During the rule of the Vigilance Committee 
of San Francisco, of which William T. Vole- 
r of St. Louis, was the head, 
Judge Terry became involvéd in a difficulty 
with one of the officers of the committee. An 
affray was the consequence, and Terry’s op- 
ponent fell to the ground, fearfully 
cut with a »bowie-knife. There were 
many demands for his lynching, 
and a party once marched to Terry’s office, 
bearing arope, but were met by Him witn a 
rifle and revolver, and withdrew without fur- 
ther trouble. — was engaged in wan 
affrays, and his esperate courage an 
gigantic strength gained himaname feared 
throughout the Pacitic slope. 

THE TERRY-BRODERICK DUEL. 

When the anti-slavery excitement broke 
out in California, Senator David C. Broderick 
at once took the lead in the free soil party. 
Terry wasone of the most prominent repre- 
sentatives of the extreme Southern faction, 
and bitterly denounced the fervid speeches of 
Broderick. The latter, however, succeeded 
in carrying the Legisiature in 1858, 
the victory being due to his 
eloquence and influence with the 
people. Party spirit ran high, and many bit- 
ter speeches were made on both sides, both 
Terry and Broderick participating. Upon the 
nomination of Lincoln, Broderick championed 
his candidacy, while Terry was an enthusi- 
astic Breckenridge man. A hot campaign en- 
sued, and the friends of Broderick maintained 
that a conspiracy was formed to fight him 
out of the world. About the middie of Sep- 
tember, 1869, Broderick was drawn into a con- 
troversy at a hotel table by a well-known 
Democratic ward politician of San Francisco. 
Hot words were exchanged, and Broderick 
was challenged. He refused to accept on 
the ground that his challenger was not his 
socialequal. Judge Terry, who was seated at 
the same table, atonce stepped to the front 
and. repeated the challenge in his 
own pame. It was instantly accepted,

The wounded man was carried to the house on 
the Government reservation, where he lin- 
gered for several days finally dying of biood- 
poisoning. 
TERRY’S LATE POLITICAL CAREER. 

This duel was fatal to the political hopes of 
the victor. He was regarded asthe leader of 
a murderous conspiracy, and his course was 


He 
shortly afterwards made his home 
in Stockton, where he resided 
several years, Domes su to be 
in cons communication with the 
rebel authorities in Richmond.

THE COURT-ROOM STRUGGLE. 
Judge Terry continued to press the claims 
of his wife, but decision after decision was 
rendered against him. This exasperated to 
the highest degree a temper by no means mild 
at the best. The culmiaation that led to the 
resént tragedy took place in the United 
tes Courtroom. Associate Justice Stephen 
J. Field was presiding and delivered an opin- 


jon which was regarded as fata) to 
the claims of Mrs. Terry. That lad 
sprang to her feet, denounced Justice Fiela 


and attempted to drawarevolver from her 
satchel. She was seized by the United States 
Marshal, disarmed and condemned to jail for 
contempt ot court. She resisted the officer, 
upon which Judge Terry sprang to his teet, 
declared that he would protect his wife, 
Grew a large bowie knife and sprang 
upon the officers. He was at once 
seized by a balt dozen marshais 
and a terrible struggle ensued. Although up- 
wards of 70 years of age, Terry’s muscular 
strength was so great that it was with dim 
culty that he was overcome by a number of 
oung and athieticmen. He was brought de 
ore Justice Field, who administered a scathing 
rebuke, and sentenced Terry to six months in 
—4. 1 Contempt ot court, condemning Mrs. 
erry to a shorter term of incarceration.

Sarah Althea Hill’s Story. 


Sarah Althea Hill was mistress for a number 
of years of Senator Sharon of Nevada. He be- 
came tired of her some seven or eight years 
ago and attempted to throw her over. He had 


experience of her terrible temper during the 
time of their alliance, and h 

reason to regret a thousand times 
that he had ever met her. But when he 
sought to relieve himself of her he found the 
task adifficultone. Shedemanded an enor- 
mous share of his great wealth which de re- 
fused to give. She employed lawyers and— 
claiming a marriage with Sharon—threatened 
divorce proceedings. He atill refused to 
disgorge and the suit was filed. She 
claimed that they had signed a contract 
of marriage under which they were to assume 
the duties of married persons toward each 
other. This contract was to be kept secret. 
The case came on to trial before Judge Sulll- 
van in San Francisco, where both partice 
resided. Sharon had prepared for a 


fight, and was ready to sacrifice his fortune 
rather than let the Hill woman succeed. 
Ex-Judge Terry was her leading counsel, —

trial of the case was long and nasty, 


contract was introduced in evidence and it 
was proven that Sharon and Miss Hill had 
occupied the same room on numderless oc- 
casions. She endeavored to prove that 
Sharon had recognized her as his wife in the 
presence of friends and servants, but the 
testimony she produced was ape | bellev- 
able. here was a vast amount of perjury 
on both sides and after the trial some wit- 
nesses were indicted for ury and con- 
victed. Miss Hill was backed bya money 
lender who had a contingent interest in 
the alimony she would secure. She had 
some money of her own, and later 
when Terry became her husband he poured 
his propose. into the case. The trial resuited 
in Sarah Althea Hill’s favor. Judge Sullivan 
decided that the marriage was proven, the 
contract valid and that she was entitled to 
sharein Senator Sharon’s wealth. He gave 
her liberal alimony and one-half of Sharon’s 
communal property. Sharon was y no 
means satisfied. He had lots of fight left, but 
while an appeal was pending he died, leaving 
an estate worth $15,000,000. 
THE FIGHT CONTINUED. 

He gave his executors instructions before 
his death, to never stopthe fight on the Hill 
woman until it was won. They obeyed his in- 
structions and fought even harder than he had 
done. They perfected the appeal, and when 
the decision of the lower court was affirmed 
they went into the United States Courts on the 

uestion of jurisdiction. From the Oiroult 
Court the case was carried to the 
United States Supreme Court, and Justice Field 
delivered the opinion of that court against 
Sarab Althea Hill. This calied forth the at- 
tack of husband Feng! which was punished 
by imprisonment for six months. 

CARRIED BAOK. 

The Sharon side carried the case back to the 
State Supreme Court, claiming that the find- 
ing of the lower court had not been justified by 
the evidence. Then that court reviewed the 
evidence and rendered a decision July 17 
adverse to Sarah Althea Hill. The court held 
thatthe marriage contract was invalid be- 
cause both parties were bound to keep it 
secret; because there was no mutual assump- 
tion of marital rights, duties and obgligations. 
This was held to be an effectual bar 
to the claims of Sarah Althea Hill to any part 
of the estate of the late Senator Sharon, but 
the Californians—and, in fact, a large portion 
of the reading public in the country—have 
been expecting another move in the case.

oftheir peaceful home. After months of dire 
adversity and struggling against fate she 
found herself at the door of the Webster Hos- 
pital in Memphis, Tenn., and offered her ser- 
vices to Dr. Stroud, the physician in clfarge. 
She was young, fair and comely and hada 
sweet, sympathetic disposition which soon 
won the hearts of the wounded and 
suffering soldiers. During her stay she 
nursed a soldier named Edward Wilson. She 
ministered to his wants so tenderly 
that he begged her to become his wife, 
and she consented. They came north and 
located in Camden, N. J., where she lived for 
twenty-five years. Ten years ago her hus- 
band died, leaving her in the possession of 
-@onsiderable Philadelphia real estate and a 
snug sum of money on deposit. Up to last 
April she remained at her Camden home, hav- 
ing as intimate neighbors a miserably poor 
family, Thomas Rice, his wife and two chil- 
dren. Rice served in the Union ranks, and 
had been nursed by Mrs. Wilson in the Mem- 
phis Hospital. 
SUSPICIOUS INCIDENTS. 

Her health began falling about a year ago, 
and they suggested that she move to Elwood 
where they intended to go at an early date. 
Bhe thought a change would benefit her and 
consented. Mr. and Mrs. Rice spent much of 
their time at Mrs. Wiison’s house, and lan- 
sisted that she should take most of her meals 
with them. This she did until her condition 
became alarming. Then she called to mind 
the suspicious incidents connected with 
almost every meal she had taken 
at the house of her alleged friends, 
how she had been repeatedly seized 
with cramps and vomitiag, and the fearful con- 
clusion dawned on her that she had been pol- 
soned. Then she sent for a friend, a resident 
named J. N. Wender,an old soldier, who he 
her story and had her removed to his home 
without delay. Hercondition seemed hope- 
less and Justice of the Peace J. B. Wright 
and Dr. H. W. Smith werecalledin. This was 
early in July, and it was deemed advisable to 
have the dying woman make a statement un- 
der oath, which ghe did in the presence of 
Justice Wright, Mr. Wender, Dr. Smith and 
the Rev. G. O. Rush, a Presbyterian cleray- 
man. Your correspondent succeeded in get- 
ting the gist of her affidavit, which, after re- 
viewing the particulars about as given above, 
emphatically accuses Thomas Rice and his 
wife of deliberately and systematically and 
maliciously poisoning her. In response to a 
question as to how the poison was adwinis- 
tered, she says: 2 

HOW THE POISON WAS ADMINISTERED. 

„The first Sunday after I had arrived at El- 
wood the Ries invited me to spend the Sab- 
bath with them. When I sat down to dinner 

2Gticed that my soup had 

ange smell and was entirely differ- 
nt in color from theirs. After I had 
swallowed about half of it l was seized with 
violent cramps and called out to them for a 
drink of water and said that there was 
something wrong with thesoup. Mrs. Rice 
immediately took mysoup dish and threw 
what was lett away and Mr. Rice went 
out and returned witha cupfull of water. It 
had a reddish scum on top and 1 told himI 
could aot drink it. He said he would get more 
but when he returned my thirst wasso in- 
tense that I swallowed the water without 
stopping to examnine it. It had a 
strong taste of paint and caused me to vomit 
freely. They expressed total ignorance of 
the cause of my suffering, and I believed 
them. On another occasion I drank a portion 
of tea which sickened me, and on calling Mrs. 
Rice’s attention to it she promptly threw the 
remaining contents out. After every meal 1 
felt worse until I was obliged to give up, and 
during all this time I never suspected that the 
people who pretended so much friendship 

were daily giving me some deadly poison.’’ 


ROBBED. 
Mrs. Wiison tells how her Philadelphia real 
estate agent mismanaged her interests for the 
ast nine years, not giving her a statement of 
r affairs in all that time; how he obtained 
money to pay off a mortgage which never ex- 
isted, and that she had proceeded agalust him 
for embezzlement.

The property 
owners claim he law prohibits the 
company from allowing the cars to stand 
there and from doing any switehing, Then 
the delegation calied attention to the old ruin 
of Chicago’s great fire which the Illinois Cen- 
tral used as astation. The depot has never 
been rebuilt, but simply boarded over and is 
dai and poorly lighted. It has stood on the 
lake for eighteen years without an effort on 
the part of the company to improve it. Since 
it was destroyed new roads had been organ- 
ized, had purchased rights of way into the 
city and had erected magnificent depots. All 
this time the Llinois Central had done 
nothing but to maintain an unsightly

BURKS IS VICTORIOUS. 


THE GRAIN RECEIVERS SURRENDER TO THE 
STATE BOARD. 


They Decline to Fight for Local Grain In- 
spection onthe East Side—Jasper’s Power 
and the Country Customer Daunt Them, 
Though They Are Opposed to Burks and 
His Board for Various Keasons. 


_ @#ET’S wait awhbile,’’ is what 
the Grain Receivers’ Associae 
tion said when it met yester ; 
day afternoon, to consider 
the question whether it 
would endeavor to retain the 
inspection of grain on thé 
East Side. The same thing 
has been sald many a time in 
St. Louls, sometimes 
in earnest, sometimes because ‘‘awhile’’ 
meant forever, and that is what it 
means now. Jasper Burks is in possession of 
the fleld and the grain receivers will take 
whatever he gives them. There may be some 
grumbling if they do not like what they get, 
but it willonly be noise. Nothing will be done, 
The grain receivers are opposed to State in- 
spection and most of them are unwilling to 
give up the entire inspection to the State 
Board. The elevators are opposed to State 
inspection, but since it is a condition, nota 
theory,’’ they accept it and want to turn the 
whole business over to the State Board. The 
receivers who are interested in the elevators 
work with them. The reasons why the grain 
receivers do not like State inspection and 
Jasper Burks are many. In the first place 
they say: We have built up this business 
and taken filty years to doit, and now some 
one comes along and takes it out of our 
hands. The grain business of St. Louis is not 
a State matter. We do business for five States 
and our Missouri business is the smallest of 
them all, then why should Missouri under- 
take to regulate ) 
THE BUSINESS OF FIVE STATES. 

„We haye built up a market and established 
grades that are known and recognized all over 
the world, and the State turns the matter over 
to a board and virtually says to that board 
that it may keep our recognized grades if it 
wents to or it may upset them and let the 
world know that the established grades of St, 
Louis exist no longer, but new @enes have been 
made which the world must learn.’’ 

These are the reasons that the State inspeo- 
tion meets with so much opposition, and that 
it is opposed there is no doubt. Most 
of the receivers, recognizing the fact 
that while they are helpless 80 
far as St. Louis inspections are concerned, 
want to retain control of East 8t. Louis in- 


spection because they want to keep as much 
of whatthey have as possible. But there 
were two things that operated against them. 
The united elevators want the State Board. to 
control both sides of the river. They have 
seen Jasper Burks and hada talk with him. 
When the mosting of the Grain Receivers’ 
Association was called yesterday afternoon it 
was understood thatthe meeting would cer- 
tainly declare for retaining the East Side 
inspection, but when the speeches began it 
was apparentthat all the receivers who were 
interested in the elevators were in favor of 
turning the inspection over to the State Board 
and giving up all attempts to control or re- 
tain that inspection. The elevators 
CAPTURED THE MEETING 
and it became apparent early in the procéed- 
ings that no stand against the State Board, 
backed by the élevators, would be successful. 
If the elevators stand behind Jasper Burks 
the State Board is sure to win, for, as one re- 
ceiver explained it this morning, It lL refuse 
to accept the inspection of Jasper Burks’ in- 
competent inspectors the elevators will simply 
declare my wheat irregular and refuse to re- 
ceive it. Another reason why the recéivers 
hesitate about making any show of opposition 
against Jasper Burks is that the receivers are 
very ohary of offending their country ous- 
tomers. Burks ig from thé country, his 
chief assistant, O’Shea Ss a country 
lawyer and the receivers believe that the in- 
spectors will be from the country. If the re- 
ceivéers oppose Burks and his board they are 
afraid that the country people will look upon 
itas an exhibition of city men’s prejudice 
ainst the country and send their grain some- 
where else. That would mean a logs te the 
receivers, and they do not care to stand it, 
THE OPPOSITION TO BURKS. 
The reasons why Burks is not acceptable to 
thé receivérs are equaily many. In the first 
lace, they say, he is not an expert. He 
nows nothing about grain, and therefore is 
incompetent either to inspect grain himselt or 
tell whether his appointees are doing their 
work properly. n the next place he is 
looked upon as a political 1 and the 
receivers have been pretty badly seared by 
his announcement that he will appoint no one 
but Democrats. Another thing that grates 
on their feélings is that Burks has entirely 
ignored all the old grain men in the olty and 
one ahead, as if he did not care a continental 
or them all. And there js still another point 
which is looked ou as a direct slap at 8. 
Louis and its market. Assoon as Burks was 
ap inted he announced that he was going to 
Chicago to study the inspection there and he 
also announced, the receivers say, that his 
inspectors would be sent to Chiéago as soon 
as they were abpointed and kept there for 
thirty days to learn bow inspect 
. Nov,“ sald a receiver, whose name 
or obvious reasons w not mentioned, 
‘*that is simply an outrage. It is a direct in- 
sult to the mefehants in this market, put up- 
on them by the Chief Inspector of this market.

China’s Foreign Trade. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August 146.— Amon the 
latest publications by the State Department is 
areport by Minister Denby upon the foreign 
trade of China, giving some 


figures. The value of the foreign trade within 
the control of the customs department for 
1888 was $249,701,600,as against $216,841,450 for 
1887. The customs revenue was $26,638,600, a 
gain of $3,016,650. Tne value of the exports was 
$106,261, 150 and for 1887, $96,269,650. Tea and silk 
made up two-thirds of the exports. Silk shows 
a decrease in quantity, but slight in- 
crease in value. The export of straw braid 
has fallen off one-half, from 20,126,933 pounds 
in 1887, to 10,651,456 pounds in 1888. The rea- 
son of this decline is said to be the dis- 
honesty of native dealers, who cheated buyers 
abroad by shipping as of uniform quality 
bales in the nter of which they had put 
worthiess brad. Most of the cotton went to 
Japan, where an increasing number of 
cotton mills has been started. Twelve 
thousand tons of hand-made paper were 
exported and 60,000 tons of sugar. 
Imports for 1888 were valued at $143,500,450, a 
gainof 12 per cent over the previous year. 
The principal articles were cotton and wool 
goods and metals. Russian kerosene entered 
China in 1888 for the firsttime. Imports from 
the United States were of the value of $3,631,- 
900 in 1847; they amounted in value to 3, 907. 
700 in 1888. ports to this country were 
$10,307,450 against $13,277,900 in 1887. Minister 
Denby says of the rallroad system of Chins: 
In 1888 the railway from Tien Tsin to 
Tongsan, a distance of eighty miles, was 
built. It takes toa market the products of 
the Kaiping coal mines. As the initial rail- 
road in China its success isto be desired by 
persons interested in foreign trade. Should 
the Americans, who are now working the 
Ku-Shan-Tzu mines, succeed in their enter- 
prise, it is likely that other mines will be 
open and that before many years numerous 
railroads will be bullt. 


Children in German Facteries. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August 14.—A report to 
the State Department by Consul Falkenbach 
of Bremen, on the employment of children in 
German factories, says: 


‘‘Highly important social phenomena are 
described in the report of the Saxon factory 
inepectors for 1859, where they refer to the 
employment of children and juvenile workers 
in industrial pursuits. The Saxon inspectors, 


whose service is the best organized: 
in Germany, state, first of all, that 
during the past yoar no less 
than 10,652 children from 12 to 


years of age, an increase of 1,000 in round 
numbers over the previous year, were em- 
ployed in industrial establishments. The la- 
test reports of the Saxon Factory Inspectors 
further contain the very serious and impor- 
tant statement that during the past year the 
number of juvenile workers betwean the ages 
of 14 and 16 increased fully 20 per cent, while 
the number ofthe grown-up workers increased 
only 8percent. Instead of 19,953, the nnmber 
in 1886, there are no fewer than 24. 111 juvenile 


-workers employed in the largest industrial 


district of Germany.

ORGANIZED INCENDIARIES 


Doing Beld Work at Danbury, Conn.—A 
Destructive Fire. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATcnr. 

DaNBuRY, Conn., August 14.—This city has 
been under great excitement during the past 
week over the daring work of an incendiary, 
or a gang of incendiaries to whose work is at- 
tributed thirteen fires within seven days. 
Many buildings have been destroyed and one 
life lost, and although large rewards are of- 
fered and every possible effort made, there is 
not the slightest clue to the criminals. Mon- 
day night four fires occurred within a short 
time and the boldness shown in the work 
is startling. At 10 o’clock the store 
rooms and tin shop of J. M. Ives & Co. were 
discovered to be on fire. Some one had en- 
tered the building by a rear window, and oily 
waste, taken from cars in the neighboring 
yard, had been placed between the walls. Pa- 
pers in a private desk had also been fired, and 
there was oll found in different parts of the 
place. Every gas jet had been turned on full 
force. A large fire was prevented only by the 
timely discovery. A shorttime after, while 
the two fire companies were housing their ap- 
paratus at the headquarters on Ives street, a 
large crowd of people watching them, fire 


was discovered not twenty feet away and in 
view of the foreman. It was at the rear of 
the Danbury House, which was also set on 
Are on Saturday night. An hour later the 
factory of Byron Dexter, one of the largest 
manufacturers of hatsin the city, was found 
in flames, and the buildings and their con- 
tents, including thousands of finished and un- 
finished hats forthe New York trade, were 
totally destroyed. The city gas-works, 


adjoining, had a narrow escape, and 
the large tanks were in great 
danger of exploding. Mr. Dexter, 


on seeing the factory on fire, was suddenly 
seized with a fit of insanity,and was with dim 
culty restrained. He was better last night. The 
loss on the factory is about $40,000; insurance 
$25,000. A little later a man was seen touch- 
ing a match toa barn a short distance from 
the burning factory, but he escaped before aus- 
sistance could be-summoned. Wm. Carr, the 
watchman at Dexter’s was arrested and held 
pending investigation,

Whooping Cough. 


From the Boston Herald. 

Treatment in whooping cough Is never sat- 
isfactory. The disease bas a certain course to 
run; that may be shortened by drugs, and the 
violence of the paroxysms can also be much 


lessened by a wise application of the same 
means. Butacure has unfortunately never 
as yet been discovered. People at large are 
fully aware of this fact, and no small propor- 
tion of them, when their children fall 
victims to this affection, either permit it to 
run its course “without interference or 
apply experimental treatment, which gener- 
ally does more barm than good. Those who 
will not seek medical aid when their children 
are attacked with whooping cough, instead of 
trifling with drugs, wonld do well to try sul- 
phur fumigation. Let the room where the 
affected child sleeps be ueed. Before burning 
the sulphur throw the bed coverings over 
chairs and hang all clothing in the rooms 
about on hooks, so the fumes may thoroughly 
act on them. The doors and windows sbould 
of course be closed, but left unfastened, so 
they can be thrown open on the instant the 
fumes become too strong. A small portion of 
sulphur should be putin a tin pan, placed on 
a brick, and a little alcohol be poured on it. 
It will then burn readily. Suiphur can be ad- 
ded to the burning pile from time to time if 
necessary. The airof the room should beas 
well impregnated with the fumes as the little 
patient can bear and breathe with compara- 
tive ease. There can be no danger in this 
treatment, for, if the fumes are too strong, 
the doors and windows being thrown open, 
the trouble will soon be remedied. This fu- 
migation should last at least fifteen minutes, 
and should be repeated each day until recov- 
ery takes place. By means of it many cases 
of whooping cough may be cut short in ten 
days. It is certainly an inexpensive 
and absolutely harmless ge ge 
and, as previously acid, parents will do 
well to try itinstead of experimenting with 
drugs. Ofgourse thesulphur fomes act by 
destroying the germs which create the dis- 
As that becomes lodged in all articles 


ease. 
of clothing, etc., it is 1— as has been 
advised, to have them thoroug ly disinfected. 


In this connection it is welltodraw attention 
to the fact that the fumes ofsulphur are de- 
structive to some disease germs,but not 80, as 
many think, to others. Even Boards of Heaith 
order sulphur to be burned in buildings which 
have held diphtheria patients, thinking in 
that way to thoroughly disinfect them. It has 
several times been proved that sulphur fumes 
do not destroy the germs of diptheria, and 
hence this means of disinfection, efficient in 
some diseases, is not to be relied upon in that 
much dreaded malady.

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A MESSAGE FROM THE DEAD. 


One eof Washington’s Soldiers Whe Was 
Buried Alive in a Cave. 


A romantic story of the revolution comes by 
way of Reading, Pa., andis vouched for by 
Editor Kauffman ofthe Chester Valley Union 
and W. W. Potts, manager of one of the gran- 
ite quarries at Falls of Fronch Creek. It un- 
ravels the mystery of the death of a young 
Virginia officer who wasa member of Wash- 
ington’s command at Valley Forge. The 
skeleton of the young soldier has been found 


in a cave and with ita letter which explains 
the manner of his death and why it was that 
for more than a hundred years the fate and 
place of sepulchre of Lieut, Arthur Carrington 
of Richmond, Va., has been unknown. 

The discovery was made in a cave at the 
Falis. Thereisa wild and romantic region 
about twelve miles from Valley Forge, where 
through a large area immense granite bow!l- 
ders are piled in all sorts of fantastic shapes, 
and which, in the earlier history of the State 
was a hiding place for robbers and wiid 
beasts. Lately granite quarries were opened 
there and it was in pursuit of this industry 
that the cave was discovered and opencd. 
This tgs 8 Ye several weeks ago and created 
a good deal of interest in the neighbor- 
hood and much speculation as 
to the manner in which the skeleton came 
there. It was supposed that it was that of a 
soldier or hunter, from the fact that the re- 
mains of a rifle were found by its side, and it 
wasthought that the person, while in life, 
had gone there to escape pursuing Indians, 
But the finder ofthe remains, W. W. Potts, 
the contractor for the removal of the stoue, 
did not inform the public that there had been 
a letter found with the skeleton. He had the 
remains carefully interred in the church-yard 
at St. Mary’s, about five miles away, and he 
now makes publicthe story of the letter, to- 
gether with the result of his inquiries with 
reference thereto. 

By the side of the skeleton In the cave was 
found a glass bottle, which was taken charge 
of by Mr. Potts. Inthis bottle was found a 
letter dated May 20, 1778, and addressed to 
Virginia Randolph of Richmond. It appears 
from the letter that Miss Randolph was the 
sweetheart ofthe young soldier, and that he 
had partedfrom her but a short time before 
to rejoin his command, 2 been home 
to be cured ot a wound. He tells that he was 
sent out from camp in charge ot a small 
foraging expedition, whem they were cut off 
and pursued bya larger party of British. 
He as well as several of the men under 
him knew of the facilities for hiding in this 
locality, and particularly ofa cave where on 

revious expeditions horses had been hidden. 

y the time they had reached the rocks pur- 
suit was so close that they had to abandon 
their horses and fleeon foot. He alone reached 
the cave, and just after he entered, either 
through the firing of muskets or by the 
clambering over of it of some of his pursuers, 
a high bowlder that overhung the entrance 
was dislodged and came crashing down, com- 
pletely closing the opening by which be had 
entered. le was trightened at first but 
was reassured by the discovery that there was 
a littie light entering the cave from another 
direction. Seeing this he kept quiet, resoly- 
ing to find his way out as soon as he was sure 
that his pursuers had left the neighborhood. 
After a while he attempted to put this resolve 
into execution, but after a diligent search for 
a means of exit he found that the only open- 
ing was a very small crack in the roof of the 
cave far out of reach and scarcely large 
enough to pass his hand through. The letter 
then relates his futile efforts to dig his way 
out through the walls of solid rock that sur- 
rounded him; of how he ballooed in the 
vain hope that some one would hear him until 
his voice was completely worn out; of his 
hunger and finally of the premonitory symp- 
toms of the return of a fever through whieh 
he had recently passed, which he welcomed 
as likely to hasten hie release from suffering. 
The letter is filled with the most endearing 
episties, and every line exhales a fervid piety 
and lofty patriotism. It closes with a tender 
farewellto his sweetheart and the hope that 
they will not ~ be separated. 

After reading the letter Mr. Potts eommuni- 
cated with friends in Richmond, who are 
familiar with the history of the old families of 
that city, anda little inquiry developed the 
fact that the death of Virginia Randolph ofa 
broken heart was one of the traditions of the 
Revolution among the old families, and that 
her grave in Hollywood Cemetery is well 
known, being marked by the following in- 
scription: 

Died of a broken heart, on the Ist of March, 1780, 
Virginia Randolph, aged 21 years and 9 days. 
Faithful unto death. 

It appears thatshe was related to the Pey- 
ton family of Virginia, and among their fam- 
ily papers have been found letters referring to 
the illness of Miss Randolph as being caused 
by the disappointment and mystery clouding 
the fate of her betrothed lover, Arthur Car- 
rington.

toohpick, sometimes several of them, 
and thrust the little wooden spears 


into the mouth. In nine cases out of ten they 
don’t use the toothpick quickly and as a mat- 
ter of business, but they retain it in the mouth 
after all necessity for the exercise of its 
function bas ceased. They chew on it and 
wobble it about under tue jaws, and finally 
the plece of wood is reduced toar 
pulp, and then itis usually cast away. ery 
frequently small particles of the wood are 
swallowed, and Iknow one man who was in 
the habit of eating his toothpick. I be- 
came acquainted with him, because he 
wanted me to give him something to 
heal bis stomach, which was really in a lacer- 
ated condition.

Then a few enormously rich 
men could buy it and stick it in their back 
yards if they chose, but the plan would 
have the merit of candor and honesty. 

There are many considerations fully as 
important in selecting a location as that 
of money. Weare toorichas a nation to 
be led around by the glitter of the dollars 
of a few millionaires. The Exposition 
properly placed and properly conducted 
will be of immense benefit to the 
whole country. The aim should be 
to prove to the people of the world what 
a magnificent continent COLUMBUS dis- 
covered, what splendid resources it con- 
tains and what superb progress it has 
made in the arts and industries. With a 
view of the great domain of America it 
should give a comprehensive display of 
its products. The point of wealth is 
amply covered when a city is selected 
with wealth enough to assure sufficient 
capital for the enterprise. It is not the 
millionaires who push projects of this 
kind to large success, but the active, ener- 
getic, brainy men who are making their 
fortunes and are in the swim of progress 
and endeavor.

In fact, no greater insult to the 
ability and integrity of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change of our city could have been offered 
except the complete withdrawal of its char- 
tered 1 The only reconciling feature of 
the action on the part of the gisiature 
being that it is a well-known fact that the ob- 

ectof the bill was for political tig in 
ncreasing offices for politicians. urther - 

more, the fact that the inspection bill, as well 
as the option bill, were missiles aimed at Gov. 
Francis which have struck the Merchants’ 
Exchenge of our city square in the face, the 
effects of which ars certain to prove detri- 
mental to the interest ot the grain trade of our 
city. In the first place, there is press danger, 
ultimately, that the inspection of grain in East 
St. Louts by the inspectors on this side of the 
river will be prohibited by the State of IIlinois, 
inasmuch as it has only been through the 
courtesy of the Legislature of Illinois, ex- 
tended tothe Exchange of our city, that our 
inspectors have been permitted to inspect 
grain in East St. Louis. And now, since the 
establishing of State grain inspectors in our 
State, it will only be necessary to await the 
convening of the next Legislature of Illinois 
to receive formal notice that the State 
grain inspectors of Missouri will have to con- 

ne their operations within the bounds of 
their own State. Again, it can readily be 
seen that the option bill, enacted by the Legis- 
lature of our State ostensibly for the purpose 
of preventing gambling in grain and other 
commodities, but really with the object of em- 
barrassing Gov. Francis, will seriously inter- 
fere with the speculative feature of our mar- 
ket, which is a very important factor in the 
commerce of the world and the driving away 
of whigh from our market may prove a very 
serious matter. If speculation is to be throt- 
tled in our market and the business of the 
Exchange restricted to supply and demand, 
it will probably not be sone before there will 
be very little grain of any kind to be inspected 
in this market. 

As might have been expected and as was 
doubtless contemplated by the framers of the 
bill in the start, our city papers announce the 
appointment by the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners of a well-known politician of our 
State who I see it stated in the papers is 
spoken of by the Board of Commissioners as 
being a capable man in every respect, 
„thut he has the esteem and confidence of all 
who know him, and that be has done splendid 
service for his party.’’ Furthermore, I no- 
tice it stated in a morning paper that the new 
Chief Grain Inspector has the courage to an- 
nounce in speaking of the appointments of 
inspectors to be made ‘‘that none but Demo- 
crats need apply,“ which announcement, 
however, Il sincerely trust — not prevent 
Republicans from shipping their grain to our 
market,

IN THE COUNCIL 
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By a Decisive Vote It Is Laid Over Until Fall 
—A Strong Argument Against Ite Passage 
Made Before the Council Committee—The 
Two Reports—A Better Proposition From 
Another Company.

the measure, basing his arguments on the 


statement that itis cheaper to support one 
corporation than two or more when the cap- 
ital is invested for the purpose of manu- 
facturing an article, the price ot which can 
be absolutely controlled. He argued further 
that the city could not afford to impose upon 
ite people the added burden of supporting 
such a scheme as the one advanced, He 
said that the supporters of the bil 
were making a strong argument, with the 
statement that at the end of this year the La- 
clede Co, would have the field to itself, and 
could then extort any price it chose, and 
force the people to pay it. This, Mr. Bond 
said, was all talk, as the city hada right, 
through the provisions of its charter, to regu- 
late the price ot gas sold by the Laclede Co, 
Furthermore he argued that with the rapid 
advances made by electricity and by the de- 
sire to extend the gas busi- 
ness to patrons who do not 
now use it, the Laclede Co. 
would of necessity be compelled to hold its 
prices as low as the cost of manufacture would 
allow. In any event the introduction of the 
city into the manufacture of gas would not 
have the siightest effect upon the prices of the 
Laciede company, because Col. Flad had 
conclusively proved in his report that the 
minimum price at which the city could 


make gas under the terms of 
the ordinance was $1.04 and he bad also 
shown that the other gas companies. could 
make it for 70 oenta. Under such conditions 
it would be absolute suicide for the city to 
enter as a competitor. Ifa fight should result 
between the city and the Laclede company in 
the event it made this contract, the city could 
be forced down to sell at 80 cents a thousand 
cubic feet or at a loss of 2% cents per thousand, 
all simply because it was bound to pay a lot 
of raiders the exorbitant subsidy 
they asked. Touching upon the section 
of the ordinance which provided for the dis- 
posal of the works at the end of thirty years, 
Jiang them to the company in case the city 

id not buy and allowing the sale of gas at $1 
per thousand, Mr. Bond said that no gold 
mine in the Rockies, discovered or undis- 
covered, could equalit. Considering the im- 

rovements made in gas manufacture and the 

mprovements to come, the growth of the 
city in the next thirty years, and the extent 
of the works, allof which extensions would 
have been made at the expense of 
the city, the franchise would be invaluable, 
as the company, if this ordinance was passed, 
would havea fifty year franchise to force gas 
upon the consumers at $1 per thousand. In 
all probability Mr. Bond explained it would be 
fuel gas, ashe did not for an instant believe 
that illuminating gas would be used at that 
time. Mr. Bond went on to enlarge upon sev- 
eral of the arguments advanced by Col. Flad. 
and presented some of them in a manner 
which permitted of no denial or refutation, 

MR. ESTES,

then took the floor and spoke for about an 
hour in favor of the bill. He in answer to Col. 

Fiad’s figures said that all the expenses Mr. 
Flad put down against the city would be as- 

sumed by the company and that when they 
expressed their intention tofully equipa gas 
works they meant fully saulp and pot baif 
eqhip.He arguedjthat the Mun | ge Assembly 
should weigh the matter carefully and hesi- 
tate before taking the advice of the Board of 
Public Improvements, as the board had made 
mistakes, to which the Grand Avenue Bridge 
could testify. He went further to say that it 
was unbecoming in Col, Flad and City Coun- 
selor Bell to rash in and volunteer their oppo- 
sition to the measure in such an uncailed-for 
manner. 

Councilman Metcalfe of the committee in- 
formed Mr. Estes that both Col. Flad and Mr. 
Bell had been asked for their opinions, where- 
upon Mr. Estes took another tack. 

He presented an array of figures which he 
asserted proved that the city could make 612 
at a profit of $353 a million cubic feet. e 
stated also that the city had an offer for a gas- 
works of much lesser capacity for , 600, 000. 
which showed that $4,500,000 for works to sup- 
ply the whole city, and new works at that, 
would not be much money. 

Mr. Bond later answered this statement b 
saying that the Laclede 8 had in blac 
and white made a million dollar offer to the 
city. Mr. Bond conciuded the arguments of 
the two attorneys and

THE COMMITTEE

ears she has been studying in the Vienna 

nservatory of Music, and brings dack to her 
native country besides her diploma two first 
rise medals. one gars and one silver. 
er home is in „ Louls, where her 
father, Philip Gerak, who met her in 
this city, isa well-known business man, A 
WORLD reporter saw Miss Gerak at the Belve- 
dere yesterday. The young planiste—she is 
only 18 years old—is a tall and handsome bru- 
nette, dark-haired, bright-eyed, vivacious in 
manner and enthusiastic over her art to an 
extreme, 

Of course I am glad to get home again,’ 
she said, ‘and still I was very sorry to leave 
Vienna, where I had made so many friends. 1 
think Vienna is the best place to study music 
in the world. Parisians go to Vienna for that 
purpose, but the Viennese to Parise— 
never. had to study hard—lI 
had no idea how hard it would be 
and 1 only hope the result has been com- 
mensurate with the effort. My intentions? 
Wednesday I go back to St. Louis. My first 
concert I hope to give in my native city. After 
that I will visit other cities, although we have 
no definite pians yet. Icame from Vienna alone. 
The voyage, though, was very pleasant, for 1 
made many friends who were all very kind to 
me. One evening we gave a concert for some 
sick sallors; it was a great success. The pas- 
sengers were all good enough to compliment 
me very highly on my pony ae 

** ‘When my father first took me to Vienna (I 
was only 14 then) the professors told me m 
technique was bad, although I could play wit 

ood expression. 801 worked hard, so hard, 

ndeed, that I soon was at the head of m 
class. When I got my first prize medals 
Was a very happy girl, I assure you. Whenl 
went away myjprofessorjtold me my technique 
was of the st. Ob, but he wasa strict 
teacher. I remember one girl who applied 
for admission there. He heard her — and 
then threw her music on the floor, telling her 
to learn to cook, for she could never iearn 
music. I made many friends among the 
Austrian nobility, and moved in the best 
society there, all on account of my playing.

Be 120 Miles Long and Capable of 
Floationg Canal Boats. 


ANSAS and Colorado 
settiers are just now 
being given the benefits 
of St. Louis enterprise 
in the way of irrigation. 
The syndicate engaged 
in the work is the Colo- 
rado & Kansas Canal 
& Reservoir Co., and 
when its ditch is com- 
N pleted it will pave 8 
length of 120 miles and will be seven feet deep 
and thirty feet wide at the bottom, carrying 
sufficient water for any possible demand for 
all the land to be reached fram it. The com- 
pany was organized about three years ayo and 
work has been steadily prosecuted, but it has 
not come into any prominence, principally 
for the reason that it isa close syndicate and 
the members of it bave avoided bringing it 
before the public. Its capital stock at present 
is $200,000 in $50 shares, but this will probably 
be increased next spring to $750,000. Of this 
over 50 per cent is held in this city. It has 
already given a good profit, having been 
placed here at $16.66%, and being bid now at 
$30, without any of it being for sale. The 
company’s plans are onan extensive scale, 
and in carrying them out 
A BIG LAND PURCHASE 
bas just been made, embracing 75,000 acres in 
Hamilton, Kearney and Grant Counties, Kan., 
on the Colorado line. Mr. H. F. Kleibacker, 
the Secretary and general manager of the 
company, under whose directions the work 
has so far been done, has just returned from 
Kansas, where he closed the negotiations, 
and in reply to questions said toa Post. Dis- 
PATCH reporter this morning: 

The land emoraced inthe purchase is in 
alternate sections, in Hamilton, Kearney and 
Grant Oounties, and was purchased five 
years ago by the Lombard Investment 
Co., from the Santa Fe Rallvway. 
They intended to irrigate it and 
bring it into market, but after a number of 
surveys and failures they had to give it up. 
The land was in the meantime conveyed to 
the Hamilton Land Co., which is virtually the 
Lombard Co. They finally concluded that the 
only possible way to irrigate was from our 
ditch, as we have the grade. Ours is, in fact, 
the only high ditch south of the Arkansas 
River. The Lombard people sent a special 
representative here a few weeks ago to buy 
up the St. Louis interests and obtain control 
of the ditch. When they could not do that 
they made a proposition to sell, and though 
our intention has never been to do anything 
but supply water to settlers, we thought it ad- 
visable to buy, and by furnishing irrigating 
facilities
